The French demand for a naval 


building program of 350,000 tons of 
p'ost-Jutland battleships by 1941, Is 
by far the most'serious bar to an 
early termination of the conference. 
The warning conveyed to France's 
delegates here, that persistence in 
the demand can only wreck what 
already has been accomplished and 
result in'the failure of the parley, 
has been met with the statement 
that the French program has the 
united support of fiie French govern- 
ment and it cannot be modified 
except on order from Paris. 


Premier Briand has been appealed

The temporary suspension 
will not interrupt the Babe's suc- 
cessful career, for baseball profes- 
sionals devote the winter season to 
mere practice work In Florida, and 
13,300 is not a heavy toll to tafce 
from the earner of a »20.000 annual 
wage, to say nothing of movie, vau- 
deville and similar fees.

dom. At the recent meeting in New 
Vork of members ot this body it wa« 
declared, almost in so many words, 
that, though Ireland might be satis- 
fied, Irish-Americans never would be.
